BILL FOR BUSES AND TRUCKS 


Measure Recommended by I. C. C. 
Now Goes to House; Subject

Accusing Gen. Foulois of “gross 
misconduct and inefficiency” and 
of violating a law requiring compe- 
tition in procurement of aircraft, 
the sub-committee first urged his 
removed last June. Secretary of 
War Dern told the sub-committee 
its recommendations were not based 
on a full and complete hearing. 
Dern, on Dec. 13, ordered the In- 
spector-General of the Army to start 
an inquiry. 

The charges against Foulois arose 
principally- from the handling of a 
7,500,000 Public Works allotment 
for the purehase of airplanes and 
equipment.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16.— 


The House sales tax bill, amended 
to reduce the tax rate on retail 
sales from 2 per cent to one-half 


of 1 per cent and place a tax of 
one-quarter of 1 per cent on sales 
by manufacturers and wholesalers, 
was voted out of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means late 
yesterday. 

The committee, after considera- 
tion of the bill at eight, meetings 
without arriving at a satisfactory 
solution of the problem, finally 
adopted a motion by Senator Clark, 
majority floor leader, to report the 
bill with the reduced retail sales 
rate and the extension of the tax 
to manufacturers and wholesalers. 

Members said the decision was 
the result of a desire to get some 
sort of a bill to the floor of the 
Senate, where the question could 
be fought out. Senators Jones of 
Kennett and McReynolds of Car- 
thage, advocates of a 2 per cent 
tax confined to retail sales, will 
offer amendments to that effect 
when the bfil comes up for passage. 

Taxes in Effect Pyramided. 

As it emerged from the commit- 
tee, the tax will be an occupation 
tax without any requirement in the 
bill that it be passed on to the con- 
sumer. Retail merchants said at 
committee hearings that the pres- 
ent one-half of 1 per cent occupa- 
tion tax had been absorbed by the 
dealers. 


By adding the manufacturers’ 


‘and wholesalers’ tax the committee 


in effect pyramided the taxes, mem- 


| bers saying they assumed that the 


manufacturers’ tax would be added 
to the price charged the wholesale 
dealer and that the wholesalers’ tax 
would be added to that in the price 
charged the retailer.

Father Divine of Harlem Acquit- 
ted on Charge of Running Unli- 
censed Boarding House.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Several 
thousand Negroes and white per- 
sons demonstrated with all the fer- 
vor of a Southern camp meeting 
yesterday when Father Divine, the 
Negro who is considered a deity by 
many of his race in Harlem, was 
acquitted in the Court of Special 
Sessions on a charge of operating 
an unlicensed boarding house for 
children. 

“Peace! Peace! It’s wonderful!

Utilities’ Consumers. 


RATE COMPARISONS 
OFFERED AT HEARING 


Witness Urges ‘‘Divorce- 
ment” From Operating 
Companies As a Way to 
Reduce Rates.

WASHINGTON, April 16. — Ap- 
pearing before the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee yesterday to 
reaffirm his conviction that control

| broken, Dr. Walter M. W. Splawn, a 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, argued that passage 
lof the Wheeler-Rayburn holding

electricity.

are retaining all the advantages of 
these economies. They are not be- 
ing passed on the users of electric- 
ity.” 

Splawn said that although utility 
companies have been able to show 
in the course of the hearings that 
the trend of average electric rates 
has been downwards since the be- 
ginning of the industry, this was, 
in his opinion, largely because of 
the greater volume of electricity 
used. He expressed a doubt as to 
whether all the savings which had 
resulted from this great increase 
in production had been passed 
along to consumers. 

“These companies charge rates 
which are in the nature of a_ tax,” 
said Splawn, stressing the’ status 
of the utility as a monopoly. “The 
consumer pays it because it is ap- 
proved by public authority, There- 
fore it is of the utmost importance 
to protect the consumer. 

“There are 20,000,000 consumers 
in this country. Are these 20,000,00 
users to be required to bear’ the 
burden of paying profits made out 
of the sales of supplies imposed on 
them, to pay profits out of con- 
‘tracts for service imposed on them? 

“They will not submit to it. They 
have forced a movement for munic- 
ipal ownership that saddens anyone 
who realizes the waste of duplica- 
tion. That sort of thing will con- 
tinue if these holding companies 
are allowed to operate as they have 
been operating.” 

How Public Could Benefit. 

“Can you give us a_ definite 
schedule of potential savings to 
consumers under this bill,” Repre- 
sentative Pettengill (Dem.) of In- 
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(diana asked. 

“I think it would be impossible 
to do that,” Splawn answered. “But 
as I said, the table which I sub- 
mitted this morning would indicate 
very clearly that the holding com- 
panies have not been passing on to 
the users of electricity the econom- 
ics of large scale operation. 

“I think the consumers will share 
in the economies if you scale down 
the financial structure of. these 
great holding companies. After a 
reasonable profit, the public will 
benefit by the economies of large 
scale operation.” 

Splawn was the last witness. 
With the conclusion of his testimo- 
ny the committee brings to an end 
nearly two months of hearings on 
the holding company bill. It is ex- 
pected that in executive session the 
committee will largely rewrite the 
Wheeler-Rayburn measure. Many 
committee members have indicated 
strong opposition to the dissolution 
of holding companies within a five- 
year period called for in.the pres- 
ent bill. 

Reference to Pipe Lines. 

Splawn approved that section of 
the bill which would bring natural 
gas pipe lines under Federal reg- 
ulation as common carriers... He 
recalled a conference he held with 
City Counselor Charles M. Hay of 
St. Louis, who, according to Splawn, 
strongly urged adoption of the 
pipe line feature of the bill. A 
group of mayors of Middlewestern 
cities had also indorsed it, Splawn 
said. Four companies now “dom- 
inated” the natural gas field, he 
added. 

Pettengill told the committee 


that he was in favor of eliminating 
the “jungle of intermediate hold- 


ing companies” by a tax on divi- 
d2nds received by one company 
from another company. This would 
bring about a “simplification,” he 
declared, which Splawn agreed 
would be “very helpful.” 

In answer to questions from Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth (Rep.) New 
York, Splawn said he favored both 
elimination and reguiation of hold- 
ing companies. Small holding com- 
panies, which would not be elim- 
inated, would come under Federal 
regulation. 

“They are so far in the strato- 
sphere,” Splawn said of the top 
holding companies, “so far above 
any statute that has yet been 
drawn, that I do not believe they 
can be reached by regulation. You 
cannot get an omnipotent, an om- 
niscient commission,” he went on, 
in response to questions from Rep- 
resentative Wolverton (Rep.}, New 
Jersey, who has consistently fa- 
vored regulation of holding com- 
panies as opposed to their elimina- 
tion. 

“It is not practical to draw a 
Federal statute that will regulate 
these top holding companies, these 
great empires with 50 to 250 cor- 
porations in their control,” Splawn 
said in response to persistent ques- 
tioning by Wolverton. 

Refers to “Writeups.” 


Splawn had previously discussed, 
as in his earlier testimony, the bur- 


‘den which he believes the holding 


companies shoulder on operating 
companies. Foremost among these 
burdens he cited the huge writeups 
which occur, he said, when a hold- 
ing company acquires an operating 
unit.

Reference to the increased “take” 
is based on the fact that two bills 
each authorizing race track opera- 
tors to take out of the total mutuel 
pool handled each day a_ greater 
percentage than the 6‘ per cent 
permitted under the existing law 
are being considered by the Illinois 
legistature. 

One of the bills would raise the 
take to 10 per cent, for cities not 
operating within 50 miles of an Il 
linois city of 500,000 or more. The 
other provides for an 8 per cent 
take with “breakage” to a dime 
(equal to 9% per cent) for all Illi- 
nois tracks. 

Because the last mentioned bill 
affords relief for all tracks, it is 
considered to have a better chance 
than the 10 per cent bill, which pe- 
favors Fairmount over 
‘other Illinois tracks. 

The Racing Commission previ- 
ously abandoned its drastic rule 
Under 
the 1934 conditions Lllinois tracks 
were forced to charge $1 admission 
and to limit passes to actual work- 
ers. This caused strong protests 
from all tracks and particularly 
Fairmount, which finally succeeded 
in getting a special abatement in 
admission price to 50 cents. 

This year tracks may handle 
their own pass and ticket price 
situation. Under this rule Fair- 
mount can go back to its former 
policy of issuing thousands of 
tickets on which the only price is 
a service charge of 25 cents to 
cover taxes and expenses of gate 
men, etc. 

Last fall the situation was so 
unfavorable that Fairmount closed 
its gates a week before the meet- 
ing was scheduled to end. It turned 
out a losing proposition. Promot- 
ers of the track were uncertain 
whether another meeting would be 
held. 

This year the outlook appeared 
more gloomy when a bill in the 
Missouri Legislature to legalize 
betting in Missouri threatened to 
result in competition in St. Louis. 
However, there is no_ possibility 
that a horse track can be built in 
time to compete with spring racing 
at Fairmount, even if legalized bet- 
ting is approved in Missouri.

The St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. was made a de- 
fendant as depository for the first 
mortgage bonds and because of 
other connections. Freund said this 
property was one of the few in the 
city which had been in one family 
for so long.

BRITISH WOMAN PROTESTS 
AGAIN AT AN EXECUTION 


Stopped After Constable, Trying to 
Keep Her Auto Away From 
Prison, Falls Off.

LONDON, April 16.—Mrs. Violet 
Vanderelst, opponent of capital 
punishment, headed another dem- 
onstration at Wandsworth jail, 


where Percy Charles Anderson was 
hanged today for the murder of 
Edith Drew Bear on a_ Brighton 
golf links. 

Prior to. the execution, police 
guarded both ends of the road lead- 
ing to the jail. Mrs. Vanderelist, 
however, evaded the cordon and 
drove her limousine to the main 
prison gates. There she was halted 
by a Constable, who asked for her 
driver’s license. 

Apparently she had none, for po- 
lice took her statement and then 
informed her she would be sum- 
moned for assault on a Constable 
who jumped on the running board 
of her car, fell off and was injured 
while she was making her dash for 
the prison. 

Other cars carrying some of Mrs. 
Vanderelst’s followers and equipped 
with loud speakers to spread her 
message were turned back as they 
attempted to enter the road. 


Mrs. Vanderelst organized a dem- 
onstration April 2 at the time of the 
execution of a former naval petty 
officer convicted of cutting a ship- 
mate’s throat.

MOTORIST GETS SIX MONTHS 


150 FLEE BEFORE FIRE 
SETS OFF DYNAMITE; 7 HURT 


Agent Gives Alarm Just Before Ex- 
plosives Wreck Station at 
Helenwood, Tenn. 

By the Associated Press. 

HELENWOOD, Tenn., April 16.— 
Explosion of a store of dynamite 
and blasting powder wrecked a rail- 
road station, shattered hundreds of 
window glasses and slightly in- 
jured seven persons here today. 

Fire starting in the residence of 
Mrs. Burdette Keeton spread to a 
warehouse in which 20 cases of 
dynamite and 200 cases of powder 
were stored. 

The structure was about 300 
yards from the railroad _ station, 
which, along with several’ stores 
and other buildings, was reduced to 
a mass of debris. The Masonic hall 
was destroyed by the fire. 

“I saw the danger,” said J. C. 
O’Connor, railroad station agent, 
“and started the alarm for _resi- 
dents to run for their lives.’”’ O’Con- 
nor said about 150 to 200 men and 
women had reached the edge of 
town when the blast occurred.

Following this division, they 
would pass the FDIC immediately 
leaving the central bank idea for 
“later consideration.” This would 
mean the death sentence for cen- 
tral banking.

DEPORTATION CASE

Brazil and this was not true. His 
wife had come in on his passport, 
which made her also subject to de- 
portation. 

For an unexplained en 
matter was held up in Washington 
so long that Normano was able, 
through habeas corpus proceedings, 
to obtain his freedom from the ex- 
tradition proceedings because the 
time limit imposed by the extradi- 
tion treaty had expired. 

The deportation proceedings were 
then begun, and have just reached 
the point of submission of the tes- 
timony to Washington, where a 
Board of Review will determine 
whether the Normanos shall be 
sent out of the country. 

Destination a Question. 
An interesting question has arisen 
as to their destination if they are 
deported. Normano is regarded 
as a “White Russian” by birth. Ger- 
many claimed him as a citizen. But 
he came to the United States from 
Brazil. 
One reason why his case attract- 
ed wide attention and sympathy 
was that deportation to Germany 
was considered the equivalent of a 
death sentence. Dr. Normano is a 
Jew, and the Nazi treatment of 
Jews made Jewish people here be- 
lieve that he would be killed. ,. 
His attorney maintains that Nor- 
mano was never guilty of forgery, 
and was the victim of dishonest 
partners in the banking business 
which he conducted, first in Ger- 
many and later in Paris. It was 
his partner who persuaded Nor- 
mano to go to Brazil. There he 
immediately attracted attention by 
his knowledge of economics. He 
wrote a bovk on South American 
economics which has become stand- 
ard and it attracted enough atten- 
tion so that he obtained the posi- 
tion of lecturer to the Harvard 
School of Economics, later becom- 
ing an instructor.

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16 WELFARE GROUPS 
INDURSE SECURITY BILL 


Resolution Calls on Missouri 
Senators and Representatives 
to Support Measure. 


The Wagner-Lewis social secur- 
ity bill pending in Congress was in- 
dorsed last night by representatives 
of 16 social welfare organizations in 
a meeting at Sheldon Memorial. 

In a resolution urging Missouri 
Senators and Representatives to 
support the bill it was stated that 
“unemployment is thé most serious 
of hazards confronting industrial 
workers; some _ 1,000,000 persons 
over 65 years of age are dependent 
on the public for support; more 
than 40 per cent of persons on re- 
lief are children under 16, and the 
need for public health services has 
thereby increased.” 

Addresses in favor of the bill 
were made by J. Lionberger Davis, 
banker; William M. Brandt, secre- 
tary of Central Trades and Labor 
Union; Prof. Ralph Fuchs of the 
Washington University Law School 
and Oscar Leonard of the American 
Association for Social Security. 
Davis said the measure was “a 
very mild dose of social legislation 
which could not hurt the pocket- 
book of the worst squealer.” It was 
not a bureaucratic bill, he declared, 
its spirit being to aid the states in 
handling their social problems. He 
denounced criticism of the bill by 
manufacturers and business groups 
and praised its child welfare provi- 
siDns. 

The provision for unemployment 
compensation was explained by 
Prof. Fuchs, who said that the meas- 
ure should not be confused with the 
Lundeen bill. He said, however, 
that he favored redistribution of 
wealth in principle. 

Leonard discussed the old-age 
pension provisions, and Brandt said 
that labor organizations favored 
passage of the bill. 


SCULPTOR JOHN PAULDING DIES 


Chicago Man Known for War Me- 
morials in Middle West.

BIDDLE ADVISES 
CALM STUDY OF 
LABOR PROBLEMS 


Says Exaggeration of 7A 
as Labor's ‘Magna 
Charta’ Made Employers 
Fear ‘Closed Shop.’ 


Francis Biddle, chairman of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
addressing about 150 business men, 
labor leaders and civic workers 
yesterday afternoon at Hotel Coro- 
nado, pleaded for a dispassionate 
approach to the problems of em- 
ployers and workers, and argued 
that collective bargaining was one 
of the forms of social control re- 
quired by the complexity of mod- 
ern life. 

His brief formal talk at the meet- 
ing, sponsored by the St. Louis Re- 
gional Labor Board, was followed 
by~a lengthy discussion in which 
members of the audience partici- 
pated. Some who spoke had their 


pet points of view to advance; 
some, both business men and la- 
bor leaders, wanted to draw Biddle 
out on such subjects as “majority 
rule,’ “company unions” = and 
“closed shops.” 

There were others with griev- 
ances to air, who demanded to 
know what the head of the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board was go- 
ing to do about their particular 
problems. Biddle, quite at ease, de- 
clined to be drawn into any spe- 
cific controversy, but limited him- 
self to a discussion of general prin- 
ciples. 

Controversy Over 7A. 

The whole problem, he remarked, 
had been complicated unnecessar- 
ily by the emotional approach 
which had been the attitude of 
both capital and labor. Somehow, 
he said, the impression had _ got 
abroad that Section 7A of the NRA 
was labor’s “Magna Charta.” La- 
suggested, had

The question arose of what would 
become of the minority, not mem- 
bers of a union, if an employer en- 
tered into a closed-shop agreement. 
“Under any rule,” Biddle answered, 
“the employer has the right to em- 
ploy whom he wants. If he decides 
to employ only union men, that is 
his privilege.” 

A speaker on the floor expounded 
on the city administration’s attitude 
toward the closed shop. The admin- 
istration, he said, was strongly in 
favor of that practice. “Why,” he 


-|gaid, “up at the City Hall you have 


to be a Democrat or you can’t get 
a job.” Amid the laughter, Biddle 
inquired what had been the situa- 
tion “in the old days.” 

Biddle had mentioned that the 
regional labor boards had adjusted 
about 5000 complaints. He was 
asked how many of them origi- 
nated with company unions. Mis- 
understanding the question, he 
answered that in a sample group 
of 83 handled by the national board 
30 per cent involved company un-

America was built, he conceded, by 
rugged individualists, vigorous men, 
who resisted social control. ““Rough- 
ly speaking,” he said, “these are the 
men who oppose the New Deal, who 
say, ‘Let us go back to the good 
old days.’” But the “good old 
days,’ Biddle said, had gone with 
the frontier. 

Jungle Law in Labor Disputes. 

At another point in his remarks 
Biddle mentioned that industrial 
struggles had been conducted under 
“the law of the jungle” on the the- 
ory that “God looks after the fel- 
low who looks after himself.” “That 
might have been all right in pioneer 
days,” he said, “but it doesn’t fit as 
well as it used to.” 

Social control need not. be im- 
posed by the Government, Biddle 
said, but as in the case of collective 
bargaining might be developed with- 
in industry and labor. “All that col- 
lective bargaining means,” he said, 
“is that the employer and the la- 
borers sit down before a strike to 
see if they can’t work the thing out 
without that.” 

He put in a word for the pending 
Wagner labor disputes bill, which, 
he said, did no more than provide 
for collective bargaining, the hold- 
ing of elections to determine the 
will of a majority of the employes, 
and outlaw unfair labor practices. 
Under the Wagner bill, he said, the 
findings of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board would be_ enforced 
through the courts in the same 
manner as are those of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

Safeguard for Employers. 

Someone. pointed out that the 
Wagner bill defined unfair labor 
practices by employers, but said 
nothing about violence and coercion 
by unions. Biddle answered that 
there was no need for such a pro- 
vision because an injunction against 
such tactics could be obtained “in 
any court in the land in five min- 
utes.” 

There was a question about 
“where does the minority come in, 
under majority rule?” “Where does 
the minority come in after any elec- 
tion?” Biddle answered. The ques- 
tioner persisted that majority rule 
in labor unions meant the sacrifice 
of personal rights. “That's the vice 
of the democratic system, but I still 
believe in it,” Biddle said. 

“But then, it's a theoretical 
thing,” he continued. “Where the 
majority gets some advantage for 
he workers, you'll never hear of the 
minority kicking.” 

A labor organizer insisted that 
collective bargaining didn’t mean

The assistant director — anony- 
mous hero of a thousand and one 
nights in Hollywood — becomes the 
man of the hour by virtue of a sin- 
gle asset—the little black book he 
always carries. 

The record of every irregularity 
that occurs during the filming of a 
picture, the tablet whereon are in- 
scribed the ten commandments of 
production, the minutes of each 
day’s shooting—the little black book 
is an impartial chronicle of film 
history, a commentary on Holly- 
wood and its people. 

The Little Black Book. 

On the day that Darryl Zanuck 
decided to film “Cardinal Riche- 
lieu,” with George Arliss in the 
title role, Ben Silvey’s little black 
book came into belIng on the Twen- 
tieth Century lct. Now that this 
photoplay is in finished form and 
awaiting its release at the Radio 
City Music Hall this week, a glance 
at Silvey’s jottings may not be un- 
timely. 

On the first page, heavily under- 
lined in red crayon, are the words: 
“Miter understudy.” They tell a 
story. During the final week of 
production, Zanuck, who is a stick- 
ler for accuracy in historical pic- 
tures, invited two high church dig- 
nitaries to watch the filming of an 
important scene in “Cardinal Riche- 
lieu,” expressing the hope that they 
would find nothing amiss. 

The churchmen happened on the 
set during a rehearsal in which Ar- 
liss’s stand-in (one of those doubles 
found only in Hollywood) was ito

In the days when Richelieu flour- 
ished, a man was hardly a man un- 
less he sported a beard, a luxurious 
mustache and a handful of curls. 

To remedy a natural deficiency, 
Zanuck established the world’s 
largest beauty parlor for men. It 
was presided over by a host of 
experts, who supplied the needed 
touch to face and head—without 
charge or barber shop waits. 

Item No. 3 in the Silvey produc- 
tion diary, “Sleeping cat (must),” 
refers to a casting problem which 
was still unsolved the day “Car- 
dinal Richelieu” went before the 
cameras. Rowland V. Lee, direc- 
tor, requiring @ cat to act as Arliss’ 
pet, conferred with the casting de- 
partment and specified that certain 
comatose characteristics were de- 
sirable. “Cats are the most diffi- 
cult of all creaturdés to work with,” 
he explained, “and the best feline 
actor is one that sleeps. Get me 
a sleeping cat.” 

This, as it turned out, was no 
easy assignment. Dozens. of cats 
were exhibited to Lee, but most of 
them proved unusually alert. Final- 
ly, Mrs. Zella Cavenagh, of Bev- 
erly Hills, appeared at the studio 
carrying on her arm.what appeared 
to be a rather dowdy fur piece. It 
was Tige, which slept through his 
nterview, slept through his tests 
and which may be sleeping yet.

Beat in the light brown sugar gradually, 
then follow with the cocoa, just as in 
making meringue. Spread over cake bat- 
ter in pan ready for baking, and sprinkle 
nuts over top. Bake in a moderate coven 
(350 degrees F.). This makes three- 
fourths cup of icing. 

The length of baking time will vary 
with the Kind of cake. Cup cakes or a 
shallow loaf cake will bake in about 20 
to 25 minutes. Because of the delicate 
chocolate topping, it is best not to use 
this frosting on a cake requiring longer 
than 30 minutes of baking time. 

Spicy apple butter gives a great deal 
of character to a filling recommended 
for use on gingerbread or spice cake.
